Supposed Clue in Quinn

Murder Case

Proved to Be Not a Clue—No. 14
Commencement Exercises.

Informntlon was recelved at the Jack-
pon street pollce statlon yesterday af-
ternoon of W pogsible ¢lue in the Quinn
murder case, nnd two representatives
aof The Tribune sturted out to muke
an Investigation,

The information was furnished by a
young man residing on Merldlun street,
who {8 a pupll at No. 14 school, 1In
company with another boy, the Informs-
ant journeyed over to the Blonn woods
yesterday morning, and on the return
trip found o shirt, partially torn, and
gaturated with what they supposed was
blood.

I'he young man In question told of his
discovery on reaching home, and short-
ly afterwards the Information was
communicated to Patrolman Collins,
who was In charge of the station house,
Putrolmen Marker and McDonnld had
Rtnrted out towards Keyser Valley to
cut down some effigies,

Meantime The Tribune men hastened
to the gcene In o carrlage, nccompanied
by the boy who furnished the informa-
tion. A telephone message was sent to
Marker and McDonald through Holtel-
Keeper Gibbons, of Luzerne street, and
when It reached them, they, too, started
off in the direction of the Slonn woods,

The boy led the way out beyond the
Round Woods to a point at Bryn Mawr
and Thirteenth streets, In the plot re-
cently opened. The loeatlon was on an
almost direct line with the scene of the
murder, and at a point which the mur-
derer was supposed to have passed In
his flight.

The shirt was located just where the
boys left it, but an examination re=
veilled the fact that instead of being
saturated with blood, it was covered
with red paint, which at first glance
resembled blood. The shirt was taken
to the station house,
